Short pants and bows 


AS THE PRETTY Mother’s Day month of May begins, we 
realize it’s the month when many mothers’ children will 
make their first Communion. And I recall some strange 
things about mine. Like those short pants and that sissy 
bow, and how I left my partner — a girl! — at the altar 
instead of waiting, and that I bit Jesus — sister said not 
to chew the host in those days. 


Things have changed a little since then and many chil- 
dren in the “first Communion class” may have already 
received the Eucharist individually with their families. 
There is much to be said for both family receptions and 
the class affairs. 


The family reception can help de-emphasize some of the 
social display and concentrate on the spiritual reality of 
this sacramental encounter, and especially dramatize the 
community of the family with the child in Christ. On the 
other hand, the class reception — with its special dressing 
and ceremonies — does help to highlight a very special 
occasion in the child’s life and emphasize the community 
of the parish with the children in Christ. 


THE BEST PRACTICE seems to be both the availability 
of Communion with the family, after pastoral counsel, and 
then the common celebration of their first Communion 
year as a class; as Pope St. Pius X recommended. 


Perhaps parishes could review and evaluate their cur- 
rent programs and consider possibilities for next year. 
(We’re willing to help in any way we can.)

SAN BERNARDINO — It 
was April 22 when he was 
baptized in Ballinamuck, 
Ireland. He was nine days 
old. And it was April 22 
when he died in San Ber- 
nardino, California. There 
were exactly 59 years in 
between. 

Msgr. Thomas Joseph 
O’Toole was buried last 
Thursday from the parish 
and church that he had 
built, St. Anne’s. He had 
watched it grow and blos- 
som, astride that corner of 


Del Rosa, from the time: 


when it had only 25 
families. That was 28 years 
ago. 

But, as Msgr. Matthew 
Thompson of Corona, 
eulogized of his old friend, 
it was fitting and approp- 
riate that on Easter Sunday, 
1973, “on the day of his own 
triumph, God sent a mes- 
senger to Thomas O’Toole 
to take him to the reward 
for his labors.” 


“THE PARISH PLANT 
here is his monument,” said 
Msgr. Thompson. “But more 
than that, there are souls 
touched by this priest in his 
work and life that perhaps 


he never even knew about. 
And a multitude of graces 
showered on the earth 
because of his life.” 


There were 140 of his fel- 
low priests and hundreds of 
lay friends to pack his 
church on this, his last, his 
funeral Mass there. Thirty- 
eight concelebrated, with 
Bishop Leo T. Maher filling 
his altar, with Msgr. Thomp- 
son on the right hand and 
his other old friend, Msgr. 
John Bland of neighboring 
Holy Rosary parish, on the 
other. 


Although illness had 
struck him down for several 
years, Msgr. O’Toole was in 
his parish to the last, saying 
his many rosaries, meditat- 
ing that hour before each 
morning Mass. He was not 
able to finish his last Mass, 
on Easter Sunday, and was 
carried off, to die that even- 
ing. 


AND, AS IF witness to 
changes which have come 
to the Church in the 35 
years of his priesthood, at 
the funeral Mass the first 
two readings were by 
laymen training to be per- 
manent deacons.

priest nurtured by the 
spirituality of Msgr. 
O’Toole. Father John Har- 
mon was a boy in one of 
those first 25 families in St. 
Anne’s. He is a new pastor, 
of his first parish, Our Lady 
of Guadalupe, Riverside. 

Three brothers and a sis- 
ter in Ireland could not be 
there, but a nephew of 
Msgr. O’Toole, serving as a 
Jesuit missionary in Zam- 
bia, was there when he died 
and for this Mass. Bishop 
Maher handed to Father 
Peter Hannan, SJ., the holy 
water sprinkler, so that the 
nephew could bless the cas- 
ket of his uncle, the first of 
the many priests to do so.

New item on menu (wine) gets Mercy sisters finger-printed

SISTER MARY Placida, 
who directs the 512-bed 
Mercy Hospital and Medi- 
cal Center, was finger- 
printed the other day. Not 
by the police, but by the 
Alcoholie Beverage Control 
Office for a beer and wine 
license. 


“No, we are not going to 
sell wines,” Sister Placida 
quickly assures everyone. 
“It’s just for our patients.” 


And when they consume 
72 gallons a month, it pays 
to get it wholesale. “Having 
the special beer and wine 
license will allow us to buy 
wines at wholesale prices, 
which will result in a con- 
siderable yearly savings,” 
said a hospital spokesman. 


MERCY was the first hos- 
pital in San Diego county to 


‘apply for a license after the 


ABC ruled that hospitals 
may buy beer and wine 
wholesale. 


The idea for the Mercy 
license came from Stewart 
Greaves, director of 
purchasing, and was 
endorsed by Sister Placida. 
But the finger-printing of 
the executive director, was 
not enough for the state. 


The hospital’s six board 

members — also sisters — 

had to be finger-printed. 
At other Catholic hospi- 


tals of the diocese, the 
wine-serving policy 
appears to be spreading. At 
St. Bernardine’s in San Ber- 


nardino wine is not yet on 
the regular menu, but will 
be in January. 

ST. BERNARDINE’S 


patients now are served 
wine at the recommenda- 
tion of their doctors. But 
during National Hospital 
Week, May 6-12, patients 
will be treated to wine on 
“Patient’s Day,” May 10. 


St. Mary Desert Valley 
Hospital in Apple Valley 
has not yet begun to serve 
wine, but may consider the 
idea. ‘ 

Mercy reports many doc- 
tors are now prescribing 
wine in the evening, instead 
of sleeping pills, to help 
patients sleep better. 


“ALL PATIENTS, on reg- 
ular non-restricted diets, 
may have wine with their 
evening meals,” says Mercy. 
“The normal serving is 4 
ounces per. patient — 
California wine which is 
high in quality. It’s very 
popular with the patients.” 


JUST FOR PATIENTS — No, 
Mercy Hospital isn’t going 
into the liquor business. 
But a new liquor license 
will enable the hospital to 
buy wines wholesale for 
patients.

He’s such a beggar 


If there were a competition for the title of top beg- 
gar of the Church in this country it might be won 
by Bishop Edward O’Meara. It’s his responsibility 
to extract the most mission dollars he can from our 
pockets, through the network of diocesan offices 
known as Society for the Propagation of the Faith. 


Recently he met with local directors — including 
our own Father Anthony Chylewski and Sister Eve- 
lyn Joseph — in Monterey and reminded them of 
their “second area of responsibility — the begging 
of alms.” The first responsibility is to promote an 
image “of the world, of humanity, of the Church and

individual Christian that is Catholic and truly 
Christ-centered.” That mission is totally ‘‘in- 
dependent of dollars and cents,” he points out. 


Bishop O’Meara does not mince words. “Mission 
work.is part of the Christian message. It is in the 
same category as our worship, our concepts of mor- 
ality, our idea of God.” That’s a thought worth pon- 
dering. 


Watergate capers 


The truly astonishing aspect of the Watergate 
affair, which grew larger the longer it was kept 
under wraps, is that the Nixon campaign organizers 
felt the exploit necessary in the first place. 
McGovern was never a match for Nixon, and to 
mount. an extravagant sabotage and counter- 
espionage operation like Watergate was surely a 
waste of effort and money. 


The perpetrators deserve all they reap in public 
retribution — as does any party which finds it neces- 
sary to indulge in such tactics. Though, on the other 
hand, if political campaigning is a form of warfare 
— and it would seem so — then all the weapons of 
war may presumbly be used, including bugging the 
“enemy’s” stronghold and sabotaging his meetings. 


White House ‘integrity’ 


President Nixon rightly referred, in his broadcast 
speech on Monday, to the “integrity of the White 
House” being at stake in this “senseless, illegal 
action.” If we are to believe that so accomplished a 
campaigner as Mr. Nixon, who has seen as many 
political battles as anyone, was innocent of know- 
ledge of the Watergate “sordid affair,” then we must 
also believe that he was not involved in any plans 
for his presidential reelection campaign.

I am sorry, but my naivete does not match that of 
Mr. Nixon. The “law-and order” platform on which 
he was elected should, surely, have included “law 
and order” in his own campaign. Let us have it 
proved, therefore, that, in his words, there will be

begins, like charity, at home. 


If our political parties had a modicum of the integ- 
rity they avow, there would be no Watergates. 


On the up and up 


Meat, gasoline, loans, cars — you name it — are 
all on the up and up in cost. And, in the case of 
gasoline and all power, on its way out, too, in the 
“energy crisis.’ The spendthrift habits we have 
been encouraged to develop in this wasteful 
economy are now coming home to roost. This nation 
consumes half the world’s resources. Is it not time 
we took a careful reckoning of our way of life and 
started to conserve the planet and its resources? 


One big problem is trying to discern the truth of 
any situation. What is the truth about meat costs? 
What is the truth about gas production, oil imports 
and the energy crisis generally? Is this nation being 
brought slowly to a halt? Are we being hoodwinked 
by a powerful oil lobby, or is there genuinely a fuel 
crisis? 

Pilate, at the first Good Friday, said: What is 
truth? We could well ask that today and tomorrow. 


One thing is certain. Wage increases obtained by 
unions have a quick and natural habit of being 
reflected in higher prices all around within a year. 
And then we get the round of demands for higher 
wages to meet the higher prices, the inevitable 
inflationary spiral. Meanwhile industry’s profits 
seem to be ever growing, too. 


Incidentally, wasn’t it the Teamsters Union some- 
where in the Midwest which, a month or two back, 
demanded an extra car and driver at funerals to 
carry flowers, thus pushing the price of burials up 
another $65? 


Help from all sides 


It really takes something to bring Senators Barry 
Goldwater and Edward Kennedy together, but they 
have co-sponsored a Senate postal bill to help pro- 
tect religious and other non-profit publications 
from increasing postal rates. John Fink, spokesman 
on behalf of the Catholic Press Association and non- 
Catholic press groups told the Senate investigating 
committee these facts: 


“Considerable publicity has been given to the 127 
per cent increase that most publications — princi- 
pally profit makers — will suffer. But it appears not 
to be fully understood that non-profit publications 
will suffer increases ranging from about 300 per 
cent to over 800 per cent, depending on size, weight, 
advertising content, distribution, etc.” 


“The Catholic dioceses that publish these and 
other newspapers simply cannot afford the pro- 


Editorial 


Principle, practice 


The words of Pope Paul VI, during his Easter 
message, were remarkable and significant, for 
they moved beyond the realm of principle and 
entered the sometimes difficult, always criti- 
cal, realm of practice. 


The Pope voiced his despair that in the Middle 
East, in Indochina and, particularly in North- 
ern Ireland, mankind’s war-like stance con- 
tinued. Instead of the usual general terms, 
Pope Paul spoke in direct, specific phrases of 
grief. 


“The intolerable and distressing state (in North- 
ern Ireland) is an affront not only to humanity 
but to the Christian name,” he said. This was 
no generalization. 


Principle and practice are often difficult for the 
Church and its spokesmen to bring together. 
The farmworkers of Coachella Valley, in this 
diocese, are a case in point. While the Church 
seeks justice for farmworkers — and all work- 
ers — it is not the Church’s responsibility to 
dictate which union to join. 


The principle of justice, like the principle of 
peace, is constantly preached by the Church. 
But so often it is not possible to go beyond 
principle, and the Church, spokesman for all 
the right principles, must not be condemned 
when it speaks in general terms.

This whole event was intended by the 
Holy Spirit to be a prefiguration of Christ: 
as guilty sinners we can only be saved from 
falling back into the nothingness from 
which we were created (“Now the earth was 
a formless void, there was darkness over the 
deep, and God’s spirit hovered over the 
water” Genesis 1:1+.) by our belief in the 
resurrected Christ: 


“Scripture however does not refer only to 
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faith was thus, ‘considered’; our faith too 
will be ‘considered’ if we believe in him 
who raised Jesus our Lord from the dead, 
Jesus who was put to death for our sins and 
raised to life to justify us’ (Romans 4:23--). 


Here St. Paul is saying that by faith in 
the resurrected Christ we will be justified 
as Abraham was justified by his trust in 
God’s promise.

Catholic Community Services is the social action 
arm of the Church in this diocese, embracing 
about 12 diversified services. Msgr. Mark P. Doran 
has been director of CCS since its organization 
three years ago. He also is secretary of Catholic 
Charities and director of Catholic Family Service, 
started more than nine years ago. In this special 
interview with Michael Newman, editor of South- 
ern Cross, he reviews the history and work of CCS. 


Catholic Community Services is a large 
umbrella covering many agencies — would 
you like to give some brief specifics of 
what the agency covers? 


That umbrella should be identified in everyone’s 
mind —. though it is not yet — as the Catholic 
Church’s service appartus in this diocese. Catholic 
Charities, to use the old term, immediately brings 
a particular image. But Catholic Community Ser- 
vices, as we are now known, does not havethe same 
effect. 


When did it start? 

It really goes back nine years, to when (then) 
Bishop Francis Furey asked me to establish a family 
service agency, and we had one staff member and 
one part-time worker. It took almost a year to estab- 
lish it. 


I contacted Catholic professional people in the 
community who were involved in counseling and 
talked to them about the plight of Catholic Charities 
in the diocese. By comparison with other diocese, 
these services were almost non-existent here.

Aren’t you ever asked: Why are you dup- 
licating services which are already pro- 
vided in the public sector? 


It’s a good thing we are. It’s the only hope of lend- 
ing a Christian dimension to services that are avail- 
able by the truckload in some cases. There are 
plenty of so-called marriage counseling services, 
but people come to us because they know the 
Catholic Church stands for marriage, not against it. 
There are too many counselors outside who say 
“there are no life signs in your marriage” and 
recommend divorce or separation. We know many 
non-Catholics who.come to us because they know 
and feel that the Church wants families to stay 
together. 


What takes the greatest share of your bud- 

get? 
Most goes to personnel, of course. We still have 
volunteer help, but we cannot use volunteers at’ 


Catholic Family.Service as counselors. You cannot 


count on volunteers on a regular basis. 


Another major area of development in 
recent years has been the Spanish con- 
ference’s Padre Hidalgo Center. How is it 
going? 5 
One of the neglected areas is that of the specific 
needs of minority groups. The largest of these is the 
Spanish-speaking, Mexican-American people, who 
constitute a high percentage of parishioners in their 
diocese. We developed an affiliation with the 
National Spanish Speaking Conference and now we 
have Msgr. Gilbert Chavez as coordinator and 
Father Juan Hurtado as director. The primary focus 
of the Padre Hidalgo center is community organiza- 
tion, to develop leadership, to use the existing pro- 
cesses of city government and so on. The leadership 
program has proved very successful. The Chicano 
Federation, just down the street from that center, 
and others, have social services available, so we 
decided to concentrate on leadership, and commun- 
ity development. 


How do you measure the success of an 
enterprise? 


It’s very difficult. I have gone through periods of 
depression trying to explain what Catholic Com- 
munity Services is doing. Some people visualized 
me sitting down with a cardboard box full of dollar 


bills to hand out to bums all day. Any glimmer of 
the value of our work was lacking. The picture has, 
fortunately, changed and people who visit the 
center can now see what goes on — the lines waiting 
for our case workers, the referral work from the 
courts, from attorneys, from doctors — even from 
the phone book. We get very few referrals from 
priests, but this is changing. 


Your agencies act as a seed bed for federal 
funding. Does it help you to expand? 


we believe that you should never base a strong 
part of your development on federal funds. They 
might be here today, but not tomorrow. We always 
are very careful not to mix federal dollars with our 
own dollars. We have never been the recipients of 
anything but the highest plaudits as far as accounta- 
bility is concerned in qualifying for grants. 


What about the apostolate of the aging. 
How is it going? 

It is a very important apostolate in this diocese. 
With the mortality rate of older people decreasing, 
in this popular retirement area, it’s a major matter 
for consideration at a parish level. We have a great 
team working on it from our headquarters. 


Your umbrella, to some extent, endeavors 
to cover all parts of the diocese. What is 
happening outside San Diego? 


First I want to say how very keenly Bishop Maher 
follows our progress. He brought not only a deep 
interest, but a tremendous knowledge, awareness 
and background. Diocesan dollars constitute seed 
money, as I have said. This year we are seeing 
several major areas of expansion. In Riverside wé 
have the: new St. Vincent de Paul center where we 


- hope to provide counseling, job training and other 


services all in one center. We are negotiating with 
the city over funding some services. In San Bernar- 
dino and Riverside Father Peter Covas has gathered 
together a marvelous group of business people to 
help with developments in that region. In El Centro, 
there will never be enough volunteers for what we 
have developed there.

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As women will. . .

Forgiveness is not our prerogative 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about...the difficulties of personal 
relationships, and the need existing 
for continued understanding and for- 
giveness in marriage, friendship and 
all love unions. 

St. Peter, that rough aud rather 
obtuse fisherman, who so often 
assumes the role of our spokesman in 
these things, asked Jesus how often 
he should forgive his brother’s trans- 
gressions and hazarded a guess at 
seven times. 


No doubt, like us, he felt suf- 
ficiently magnanimous to consider 
forgiving at all, and seven times truly 
virtuous! But the answer was start- 
ling. Seventy times seven! That is, 
without limit! As Christians, forgive- 
ness is not our prerogative, it is our 
imperative! 


I AM REMINDED of a friend ayo 
expressed the same principle most 
beautifully in a time of personal 
crisis. Faced with the discovery of her 
husband’s unfaithfulness and his 
remorseful pleas for forgiveness, she 
answered simply, ‘“‘Between us there 
is no question of forgiveness. Bet- 
ween us there is only the question of 
love.” 


In her utter sincerity, she could not 
at first understand his reaction and 
dismay and instinctive recoil. For 
implicit in her avowal of love was the 
demand for eae for commit- 
ment. 


Forgiveness was not in question — 
the point was love, and integral to 
love, the whole issue of self-donation, 
fidelity and dedication. To his admis- 
sion of faithlessness, she had replied 
with an act of faith. 


IT WOULD HAVE been easier to 
accept forgiveness than the unspoken 
demand of love. Forgiveness absolves 
us. It enables us to admit and forget 
our transgressions. We may. even 
aspire to a sense of virtue, having met 
the challenge of confession and self- 
accusation. 


There is no gratification like self- 
righteousness, and no self-

righteousness like that which arises 
from the conscious virtue of reform. 

BREAST BEATING, “mea culpa” 
and the plea for mercy are great 
sources. of solace and _ 6 self- 
justification--no greater solace than 
to have confessed and_ suffered 
penance. We may even subtly punish 
others for our guilt, imposing on them 
the burden of forgiveness. 

But love in which forgiveness is not 
in question, love which offers itself in 
the face of betrayal, precludes such 
avenues of escape, such detours of 
delusion. 

Accepting, in the fact of infidelity, 
our potential to faithfulness — reaf- 
firming our worthiness in the very act 
of unworthiness — it demolishes 
excuses and rationalizations. 

THE REFUSAL TO. accuse our guilt 
also refuses the opportunity for self- 
justification. What is there to say, or 
to do, when, known at our worst, we 
are loved for our best? What other, 
than to turn away in denial, or hum- 
bly to face the truth about ourselves? 

Perhaps this is why we cling to the 
thought of Christ’s forgiveness. After 
all, we are only human. We are all sin- 
ners. In his forgiveness we may forget 
the past — perhaps to live to sin 
again. In his forgiveness we are vin- 
dicated. 


But his love — that is another mat- 
ter. In the utterly undemanding 
“sivingness” of Christ’s love, we 
encounter formidable _ self- 
exposure, a trightening challenge to 
unremitting response. 


YET IT IS ONLY in that harsh bril- 
liance of light that we come to see the 
truth without distortion or delusion. 
It is relatively easy to forgive and 
accept forgiveness. But to love so that 
forgiveness is not an issue, to be loved 
without the salving unguent of 
absolution, is to move into another 
context. 

Perhaps that is why, after 2,000 
years, we still have not fulfilled 
Christ’s command, “By the love you 
have for one another, everyone will 
know you are my disciples.”

The case of baby Michael is not exceptional. 

Every week, all across the nation, hundreds 
of other small children are beaten, slashed, 
scalded, burned with cigarette stubs, tortured 
with electrical shocks. Some are burned over 
open flames, gas burners and cigarette light- 
ers; some are suffocated with pillows or plastic 
bags; some are strangled; some are drowned. 


IN THIS DIOCESE, Msgr. Mark Doran, execu- 
tive director of Catholic Family Service which 
does extensive family counseling, reports “fre- 
quent” instances of child abuse following 
family break-ups. 


When fathers and mothers separate, he said, 
it starts with “psychological damage” to the 
children. This in many cases leads eventually 
to child abuse, especially when there is a sec- 
ond marriage, stemming from visitation rights 
and other points of disagreements. 


Child abuse also occurs when children are 
older, and this is a major cause of youth leav- 
ing home, according to Sister Dolores Molina, 
who works closely with youths at Juvenile Hall. 
This home-leaving is becoming a growing prob- 
lem nationally. 


ACCORDING TO reliable estimates, 60,000 
American children are reported each year to 
the authorities as requiring protection from 
parental beatings, cruelty, or neglect. Between 


New York and elsewhere represent only the 
tip of the iceberg, chiefly because so many 
cases of child abuse go unreported. 


Can anything be done on a national scale to 
solve, or at least mitigate, the ghastly horror? 


SEN. WALTER F. Mondale (D-Minn.), chair- 
man of the Senate Subcommittee on Children 
and Youth, believes so, and is leading a deter- 
mined attack on the problem. He _ has 
introduced a Senate bill aimed at eliminating 
what he calls the “tragic and perplexing prob- 
lem of child abuse.” 


Sen. Mondale’s proposal would, among other 
things, establish a national center on child 
abuse and neglect, provide demonstration 


The growing American horror of child abuse 


“The ’60s gave us an insight into what went 
on, and why, in child abuse,” says Dr. Ray E. 
Helfer of Michigan State University’s College 
of Human Development. “Now we are applying 
that insight to treating some of the basic 
causes.” 


The key to the new therapies is a profile of 
the child-battering parents that shows them 
not as criminals but rather as persons desper- 
ately in need of medical help. 


THERE IS GENERAL agreement that par- 
ents who abuse, batter, or neglect their chil- 
dren were themselves almost always abused or 
beaten as children. 


Such parents, says James Walsh of the 
Illinois Department of Children and Family 
Services, were never given “good parentage” 
themselves: “They grew up in a hostile envi- 
ronment and were abused themselves.” 


At the same time, when confronted with 
authority, these parents expect that they will 
be abused, attacked and charged with being 
‘bad’ parents, according to Helen Alexander of 
the University of Colorado Medical Center. 


For this reason, the aim of much of the new 
therapy is to reassure the parents and gradu- 
ally convince them of their worth. 


“WE HAVE TO rescue the family, not only 
the child,” says John Hagenbuch. of the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Family and Children 
Services. “The parents are always isolated and 
feel they have no one to talk to. We counsel 
them and try to bring the child back into a 
household that will be able to demonstrate its 
love for the child as a child.” 


Michigan State University’s Dr. Helfer, who 
has been involved in child abuse research for 
more than a decade, approves the idea of 
“parent-aides” or helpers, supervised by 
social workers, who could bring. effective 
assistance to troubled families. 


THE AIDES’ function is chiefly to act as 
guardians for the parents; they visit the

A local newspaper had a question: 
What are the duties of godparents? 
The answer indicated that baptismal 
sponsors are only honorary. I think 
that is incorrect. Also, does the mar- 
riage impediment still stand? 


Although I do not have the Latin text of 
the revised rite of baptism for children, the 
ICEL (International Committee on English 
in the Liturgy) translation has the following: 
First, “it is a very ancient custom of the 
Church that an adult is not admitted to bap- 
tism without a godparent, a member of the 
Christian community who will assist him at 
least in the final preparation for baptism 
and after baptism will help. him persevere 
in the faith and in his life as a Christian.” 

In the next paragraph, note the change in 
imperative: ‘In the baptism of children, too, 
the godparent should be present to be 
added spiritually to the immediate family 
of the one to be baptized and to represent 
Mother Church.”

the confusion in wording (or translation) it 
is clear that, to a great extent, godparents 
are indeed honorary: “After baptism it is 
the responsibility of the parents ... to 
enable the child to know God...” 


During the ceremony the priest is 
instructed to address the parents: “You 
have asked to have your child baptized.

It will be your duty to bring him up to keep 
God’s commandments as Christ taught us, by 
loving God and our neighbor. Do you clearly 
understand what you are undertaking?” 


Thus the sacrament of baptism is not a 
cultural formality — it is a serious and 
highly important request demanding 
instruction and preparation on the part of 
the parents. The revised rite explains that

As for godparents, the introduction to the 
rite states that “pastors of souls should 
therefore see to it that the godparent ... is 
qualified to carry out his proper liturgical 
functions .:.” and describes these require- 
ments: the godparent must be mature 
enough to undertake his responsibility; he 
must have received the sacraments of bap- 
tism, confirmation and eucharist; and “he 
must be a member of the Catholic Church, 
canonically free to carry out this office. 


“A baptized and believing Christian from 
a separated Church or community may act 
as a godparent or Christian witness along 
with a Catholic godparent, at the request of 
the parents and in accordance with the 
norms for various ecumenical cases.”
